Late develo]ntients help stron^cly to con- 
firm the fiispicion that the Skeleton is all 
that remairiii d' Joh.-mna Logue» the wiie 
of *'Jira!uy*' Lofiue. There is every rea ou 
to believe that the woman was murdered, 
the motive hoini? lobbery. 
Tho initials 
en^i'iived insiiie the rinp: aiil in confirming 
the theory tliat the wouian was in life ^Mrs. 
Johanna Loiiue. 
Shew/is last seen alive 
on February 15» 1879. Some time previous 
to this date she liad separated from her 
husband and tioue to New York to live. 


She came back to this city to visit a 
sister, and left the Jatter*s liome on the 
above nieutloued date ostensibly to return 
to New York, 
Nothing was heard of her 
afterwards, although 
a 
most dilitrent 
Bearch was made by relatives and friends. 
When she stnrted back to New York she 
had in her possession .M quantity of hand- 
Bome diaiuouiis and 
in cash. 
The 


family of Jolianna accused Logue, who 
at that time lived in the Eleventh street 
house, of 
having 
murdered 
his 
wife. 
This he steruly denied, and to prove his iu- 
nocence commenced an elabórete search 
for the missing woman, advertising re- 
wards in newspapers, hiring detectives and 
in other vvaysdemonstraLiug an anxiety to 
discover her whereabouts. 


Finally Logtie advauce'l the tlieory that 
Ws wife bad eloped with a "pal," Peter 
Burns, and gone to Denver. 
\ \ ith a com- 
panion he went to Denver, fes he said, to 
hunt for his missing wife, but found no 
bi'ace of Mrs. Jjogue or J3urns. 


The theory advanced today is that after 
Mrs. Logue jefi her sister's house to return 
to New Yorfc she went voluntarily or was 
enticed to her husband's house on North 
Eleventh street, where the latter, in order 
to get her diamonds and money, strangled 
her, buryinir tue corpse under the kitcl en 
floor. 
An aduitional reason f<jr murder is 
found* in tho fact that the wife owned a 
half interest in the house. Logue returned 
from Denver, and in November, 1S79, rob- 
bed a house, and was sent to prison for 
bhree years. 
After he was released the 
tharge of murdering his wife appears to 
have been dropped. 


Logue's criminal career covers a period 
of forty years. 
His present wiiereabouts 
are not known. 
On April 
of this year 
he was released from the county prison 
here, after serving a ten months' sentence 
for house breaking. 
Since then he has 
been heard of in Pittsburg. New York and 
Jersey City, 
The authorities are confident 
that they will have him before the bar of 
luatice soou to answer 
for his wife's 
murder. 


Thirteen Wei« Killed. 


JACKSON, Mich., Oct. 14.—The second 
peatest accident in tlie history of the 
Michigan Central occurred here yesterday 
within 100 yards of tlie place where almost 
fourteen years ago yesterday the Pacific 
express dashed into a freight engine in 
October, 1871), and eighteen people were 
killed. 
Yesterday's disaster has so far a 
record of thirteen dead, five probably fa- 
tally injured and lifteen others more or 
less. An excursion train from the east was 
»tandiug at the depot when another ex- 
tursion train pulled in. 
The engineer lost 
control of his air brake and could not stop 
his train, and it ruBlied at the rate of forty 
axiles an hour into the train ahead. 


Down uti lilnihaiikinent* 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 17.—The west bound Chi- 
cago limited train on the Wabaiih road left 
the track one mile south of Namoka, 111., 
at 6:60 last night, resulting iu the injury 
of some thirty people. The wreck is re- 
markable in some respects, and is without 
parallel in thiit no one was killed out of 
150 passengers. 
The train was going forty 
miles an hour when there was a sudden 
ar, followed by tlie slowing of the train, 
t h e rails hafl spread behind the locomotive 
and the cars following went over a six 
foot embankment. 
Two cars were de- 
stroyed by lire. 
It is believed that all the 
Injured will recover.

While searching for bodies from tho 
Deiiu Richmond a boat coniaining George 
Thurber, Frank Cahoon and tíeorgeMaun 
capsized, and all three were drowned. 


Thirteen bodies have been recovered thus 
far. Among the bodies found are those of 
Captain Stoddard and Mate Boylessen. 
The captain's watch was stopped at 12:20, 
showing that to have been ali^ut the time 
the Bteanu^r went down. 
In the mate's 
pockets were found all his papers, which 
indicate that he knew there was no hope 
of saving the steamer, and had prepared 
to leave her. 


B u f f a l o , Oct. 17.—Thirteen more vic- 
tims have been addt d to tho already long 
list of fatalities resulting from tho terriiic 
northwest gaie that swept the great lakes 
Saturday and Sunday last. 
It is now defi- 
nitely known that the fiteamer Wococken, 
of Cleveland, foundered in ten fathoms of 
water just above Long Point, on the 
northern coast 
of Lake Erie, carrying 
down with her -ixteen persons. 


Makistiîk, Ttiich., Oct. 10.--The identity 
of the four masted scüooner 
reported 
ashore near here hats beui established. 
The vessel is the Minnehaha, of Cleve- 
land, Captaiu l^acker, Avith a cargo of 
corn. 
Of the .seveja souls on board the 
schooner but ono, Captain Packer, es- 
caped. 


CincAGO, Oct. 33.—Later reports from 
the great storm whicli swept the chain of 
lakes last Friday and Saturday tend to in- 
crease the list of disasters. 
The missing 
boats are today being heard from at all 
points, and an approximate list of losses 
can at least be made. Thus far it is known 
that lifty-four people were lost and ten 
vessels became total wrecks. Twenty-nine 
more are ou the beach or water logged. 
The property loss is estimated at r?07G,UU0, 


Strikers DlMporne tho f^olice* 


London, Oct. 18,—A mob of striking 
coal miners at St. Helens, county' of Lan- 
caster, attacked a party of 
non-union 
miners who had gone to work for reduced 
wages, and the non-unionists were beaten 
severely. 
Police charged the rioters, but 
wei^e repulsed. 
They charged again, and 
the rioters, armed with clubs and stones, 
put them to flight. The miners eventually 
drove the police into the colliery oflic^s, 
riddled the windows with stones, and tried 
to batter in the doors, but were driven 
back. 
Alany policemen were injured, one 
of whom may die.

TO PIT I'OTATOES. 


The safest way to keep potatoes is 
to i^it them in the ground at least 
eighteen 
inches 
deeiJ. 
This 
keeps 
them cool until they are taken in for 
the winter. 
When the potatoes are 
taken up they should be exiDosed to 
the air, but not to the sun if it can be 
avoided, for some hours, then heaped 
in the pits as high as they will stay, 
which is twenty-four inches for a two- 
foot pit, cuough for safety, as in too 
large quantities they are apt to heat. 
They are covered with boards jilaced 
ond wise, one end on the ground to 
make a sloping roof over them, 
and 
straw is thrown over the boards to 
keep them cool and dry. 
When the 
•winter comes earth may bo heaj^ed 
over the straw, whicli should then be 
made a foot thick. 
A few wisps of the 
straw are placed in top of the heaps to 
make a way of escape for the damp- 
ness or any heat that may arise in the 
potatoes.—'Sew York Times. 


H A i m 
CROP. 


This is a term frequently employed 
by those who write requesting a rem- 
edy for a certain aftection to which 
fowls are liable. 
This disorder is of 
two kinds—dry caked, hard crop and 
the undigested, swollen, sour, watery 
condition of the contents of this re- 
ceptacle at times. 
Either 
is bad 
enough, and both are fatal to fowl life 
if not taken seasonably in hand. 
It is 
not a nice job to perform, but an uu- 
l^leasant, though not very 
difiicult, 
operation to open, cleanse and sew up 
the crop thus aliected. 
This is indi- 
gestion simply. 
The food or water 
does not pass into the system in the 
desired way, but lodges in the crop. 
This ferments, 
swells, 
hardens 
or 
jsours, and death follows if the bird is 
not relieved. 


Cut near the top of the crop a slit 
lengthwise with a sharp knife, 
and 
then turn out the offending substance 
by gently x^^essing it away with the 
Land, while another person holds the 
bird firmly upon its side. 
When all is 
removed sew u-p the slit edges of the 
crop skin closely with a small sized 
needle and fine white silk ; feed sj^ar- 
ingly on soft food for three or four 
days, and generally the hen wfjl re- 
cover, 
This x^^ocess is for v^^'^aable 
fowls. 
With a common bird a knock 
on the head and a swift burial is the 
least trouble and the best 
''remedy" 
for swollen crops,' as it is for every 
disease that js liable to leave the fowl 
in a delicate condition, requiring nurs- 
ing and care that its value will not 
guarantee,—Poultry World. 


HORSES RUBBING THEIR TAIIiS, 


Rubbing the tail or mane is due to 
irritation of the skin caused by the 
presence of a minute parasitic mite. 
The one most common en horses is the 
Sarcoptea equi, which burrows little 
galleries in and beneath the scarf skin, 
and in there it lays its eggs and the 
young are hatched, and these proceed 
to burrow further and in all directions, 
increasing the irritation as they pro- 
ceed, 
These x^arasites appear to x^re- 
fer either the mane or tail, probably 
because better protected by the long 
hairs, but in time, if not destroyed, 
they will spread to all parts of the 
body, the hair falling out, or will be 
rubbed 
off wherever 
they 
become 
numerous enough to cause severe itch- 
ing. 
There are various effective reme- 
dies in use, but a very simple one is 
«trong tobacco water. 
Pirst remove 
the scabs and all loose surf by washing 
nnd brushing the bkin with warm soaj)- 
Buds; then wash with liquor made by 
soaking and boiling two ounces of 
strung X)lug tobacco in three pints of 
water. 
This should be apx^lied two or 
three times, and then again after about 
two weeks, in order to kill any para- 
sites which may have hatched from the 
eggs in the interval. 
A thin salve made 
of equal parts of flowers of sulx^hur, 
kerosene, 
and 
common 
lard, 
well 
rabbed in after washing, will also de- 
stroy these mites. 
The stall in whicli 
your horse has been kej^t should be 
well whitewashed or washed in carbolic 
acid and water, else mites hidden in 
the woodwork may find their way back 
to the afilicted aninuiL 
Acariasis, or 
mange, in horses is far too common 
among animals supposed to receive ex- 
cellent care, but the frayed tail and 
mane show neglect in the way of clean- 
liuess,—Kew York Sun.

The different breeds 
have their several good qualities, and 
each breed has its own ardent sux^x^ort- 
ers. It will not always do to be guided 
in the selection of stock by the 
of 
the 
breeder. 
Every 
man 
should 
judge 
for 
himself, 
x^^'^fi^" 
ing as much as x^ossiblo by his obser- 
vation and^exx">erience. 
The stock of 
whatever breed should be 
bred, 
and the breed should be that which is 
the best suited to the locality where 
it is to be kox^t. 
That breed which 
does best in one locality may not bo 
the beat for another. 
Poor stock re- 
quires as much feed as the good, and 
profits are much less. 
The purpose of 
the hog is to convert feed into pork, 
and that hog which will x^roduce the 
most x^ork out of a given amount of 
feed is the one wanted. 
It may cost a 
little more money to get the best, but 
it will x^ay in the end. 
It is not wise 
to x^ut corn into a hog that will not 
make x^ork out of it, x^^o^^^cing only 
snout aud bristles. 


The feed for hogs, if ground, will 
give enough better results than if fed 
whole to amx^ly repay the cost of grind- 
ing. 
Much of the grain is wasted 
when not ground. 
The hog eats hur- 
riedly and docs not thoroughly masti- 
cate his food, esi^ecially where a num- 
ber are together. 
Consequently, 
a 
large x^ortion 
of the grain x^^sses 
into his stomach in a condition unfit 
for digestion, and fails to be assimi- 
lated, 
With properly x^rex^ared food 
the hog vcill also be kept in a healthier 
condition. 
The greatest cause of in- 
digestion—x^^i^^ii^^^y masticated grain 
—will be removed and the animal will 
be stronger 
and will fatten 
more 
rax')idly. 
Imx:)rox3er food is a source 
of disease among hogs which is over- 
looked by many farmers. 
If more at- 
tention were given to the 
prox?er 
X^reparation of the food for hogs, we 
would have much less disease among 
the herds. 
The condition of thex^ens 
also has much to do with x>roducing 
disease. 
Swine are often kept for 
months in x^laces that are absolutely 
sickening. 
Sometimes it is in x^ens 
knee deex) in filth and mud, the stench 
of which is a downright nuisance to 
the whole surrounding neighborhood- 
It is no wonder disease among them is 
so prevalent when their lives must be 
sx^ent in such x^laces. 
The hog is, by 
no means, a natural lover of 
filth. 
In 
his natural state he is cleanly in his 
habits. 
It is only when forced to it 
that he becomes the filthy creature 
often seen. 
He thrives best near a 
cleanf sandy stream. 


Too many hogs should • not be kept 
in the same pen. 
When a large num- 
ber are penned together, they are not 
only more wasteful of their feed, but 
thev are more liable to disease. 
It 
will not cost much to divide the x^ens, 
increasing ' the comfort of the 
ani- 
mals, 
saving feed 
and 
x^^'^moting 
healthfulness. 
Wheat makes an ex- 
cellent feed for hogs. 
If the x^rice of 
iDork continues as high as it is likely to 
be. Western farmers, who find wheat 
easy to grow and yet cannot market 
it for more than fifty cents per bushel, 
will do well to convert it into x^ork, 
as they will thus get better 
value.— 
American Agriculturist.

HEN the 
financial 
strin- 
gency began to bo seri- 
ously felt the receipts of 
the express company wli ich 
handles the Government'rt treasure in 
transit fell off rapidly. 
Now the busi- 
ness has x^icked up a little, becauRO the 
Treasury Department is hurrying out 
National 
bank 
notes to bo i)ut into 
circulation so as to relieve as much as 
Xiosflible tho scarcity of small bills. 
This National bank currency is "in- 
complf^to" when it leaves the Treasury 
Department, for it lacks the signatures 
of the President and Cashier of the 
bank which is to issue it. Nevertheless 
it is classed with the 
completed cur- 
rency issued by the Government, and 
if the exjiresa company should lose any 
of it in transit it would havt; to make 
; good the loss, just as though it had 
lost coin or silver 
certificates. 
The 
banks x>fty the same rate for the ship- 
ment of this currency as they would 
for National bank notes. 
As custom- 
ers of Uncle Ham, though, they x^ay a 
small rate for handling the money. In 
some cases it is less than one-iifth of 
the rate which a private 
customer of 
the express comxmny would pay. 


The contract tor handling the money 
shipped by tho Government east of 
Utah is held by the 
United 
Express 
\ Comx^any, 
E. T. Piatt, who is a son 
• of ex-Senator Patt, of New York (the 
' President of tho company), is in cliarge 
i of the company's Government eervioe. 
He has charge of it 
ever since 
the 
United States Company took the con- 
tract 
away from the Adams Express 
Company more than four years ago. 
The Adams Company received twenty- 
five cents a SIOOO, while the 
United 
States Company receives only 
fifteen 
cents a SIOUO in most of the Territory 
which it covers. 
This rate is for cur- 
rency. 
That is what the Treasury De- 
partment shix^s in the greatest quantity. 
The rate for silver and gold is much 
higher. 


For this fifteeen cents the express 
comx:)any guarantees the safe deliver}'' 
ofthe$10U0at the -point of destina- 
tion. 
"Of course, on a single shix^- 
ment of $1000 we would lose money," 
said Mr. Piatt, talking about th*^ (gov- 
ernment service a few days ago. 
*'Even 
in handling large quantities of money 
there is so small a margin of profit 
that a single big robbery would wipe 
out all that we could make under our 
contract in years. 
Up to this time VTQ 
have lost only §8000. 
Part of this 
went in a robbery of a part of the con- 
tents of two packages out West and 
the remainder in the robbery of a sack 
not far from Washington. 
In both 
cases the work of the robber was so 
carefully concealed that the x^ackages 
were accex^ted by the Treasury De- 
X^artment, which gave us a clean re- 
ceipt for them in each case. Of course 
we made good the loss when the x^nck- 
ages were ox^ened and the money was 
missed." 


Small 
packages 
of 
money 
are 
shix)ped in bags. 
Large quantities of 
money going between big terminal 
X^oints are ])ut in stationary safes, 
which are bolted to the floors of the 
exx^ress cars. 
These safes are usually 
not ox^ened from one end of the route 
to the other. 
No one can open them, 
because the handle is taken from the 
door when the car starts on its jour- 
ney, and with this handle goes the 
dial of the combination lock. 
• Expert 
safe robbers have means of getting 
into combination locks; and of course 
it would be possible, by collusion, for 
the messenger to learn the combina- 
tion and so be able to open the safe in 
transit. 
But a locked safe, without a 
dial or a handle, is a puzzle which 
has baffled safe robbers ux> to this 
time. 


Most of Uncle Sam's money 
is 
shipx^ed in stationary safes. 
Nothing 
has ever been lost in shipments from 
the Treasury Department or any of 
its branches. 
The losses are usually 
from packages of nmtilated currency 
sent in for redemption. 


Gold cannot be handled like cur- 
rency because of its great weight. 
At 
the time that so much gold was going 
abroad a coujile of months ago tho 
Treasury Department 
was shixoping 
about a million dollars in gold every 
day from Washington to New Yorlc. 
This gold weighed two tons to tho 
million, 
One of the x^oi'table safes, 
holding about.?200,UUU in gold, weighs, 
when filled, 1500xiounds. 
These safes 
were locked and sealed at the Treasury 
Department. 
Tho xjortablc fiafes have 
key locks. 
A strip of iron slips over 
the key hole, and is fastened in x>lace 
once with a x^iece of string, aud once 
with a x^iece of wire. 
A lead seal is 
used on the wire^ and a green wax seal 
on the string. 


To get at the ke,y hole a messenger 
or a robber would have to break the 
seals or cut the string and tho wire. 
The 
fact that 
the safe 
has 
been 
tampered with would bo x^lajuly evi- 
dent to the next x^erson handling it. 


The safe, with its §200, UUU worth of 
gold, having been sealed, is hoisted 
with a fall and tackle into a '*cage" 
exjiress wagon—that is, a v/agon with 
wire sides. 
AnytJiing that occurred 
m the wagon would ho lilainly visible 


to x^erson«? x^^^^^^'^iT 
street, and 


tho trips are made i^ broad day- 
light ftiero is no possibility of tho 
messenger in tho wagon 
tampering 
with his charge. 
Besides tho mosson- 
ger Avho aits oji tho safe with a shot- 
gun in his hand and a brace of re- 
volvers in his bolt, there arc two mou 
on the front of tho wagon, also fully 
armod. 
The man in tho wagon bas a 
shotcfun of Belgian 
mako, 
brooch 
loading, tho barrel sawed off so thnt 
it can be used at close action. 
The 
express company owns fifty of these 
shotguns, and each messenger has one 
in his car. 


When a wasfon roaches tho railroad 
station tho safo is lifted again by moans 
of tho fall and tackle and put aboard 
tho car. 
Thorc is not much ri^k in 
handling gold, because it woigh^ so 
much that a robber would have a jn'otty 
hard time getting away with it. 
But 
though tho risk is not so groat as in 
handling currency, tho oxi>ross com- 
pany receives fifty cent^ on SIOOO for 
transporting 
gold. 
Silver, 
which 
weighs so much more than gold in x^ro- 
portion to its value, is still inoro e:> 
pensive in himling. 
Tho express com- 
pany receives $1 for each SIOUO of sil- 
ver handled botwcon Washinq;ton and 
Now York or Baltimore or Pitt<^burg. 
From St. Louis or Colorado the ex- 
press company would recoivo S-i for 
every $1000 handled. 
If 
Congress 
should attempt to xnxt tho 90,000,00) 
silver dollars now in tho 
troasury 
vaults into circulation 
by shipping 
them through tho country tho oxiuv^a 
company would receive nt least §00,- 
000 for haudliug thorn. 
A year ago, 
when the Troasurv Dopartmont shipjiod 
S20,000,000 in gold from Hau Fran- 
cisco to New York, it would havo had 
to x'>ay tho express company SuC\B20 
for the haul at contract rates. 
But 
San Francisco is outside the contract 
territory of tho United States Exjjross 
Company, and tho Treasury De])ari- 
ment sent the gold east as *'rpgisterod 
mail" at a cost of a little 
less than 
§2500. 


The biggest .shipment of curroncy 
handled by the United States Express 
Comi)any 
for the (xovornment was 
$15,000,000 shipped from Washinciton 
to New York four years ago. 
It was 
in 
bills of large denomination and 
they were x^acked in two small boxes. 
For this haul the exx^ress company re- 
ceived $2250. 
The largest gold ship- 
ment handled at one time was $7,000,- 
000 taken from Philadelxihia to Ne\.^ 
York a little more than a year ago. 
For handling this shipment tho ex- 
X^ress comxjany received $8500. 
Tho 
gold was stored in two safes which 
were sent in a specfal car under heavy 
guard. 
Every effort was made to keep 
the time of shipment a secret. 
Th<i 
fear of train robbery is always iu tho 
minds of the ollicials of the expriiss 
company. The shixmient of these large 
amounts is what makes the contract of 
the express company profitable. They 
bring the aggregate of money handled 
by the ex])ress company up to fully 
8200,000,000 a year. 
The 
United

Fence Law iu the State. 


In a recent contest between two 
Union county farmers about the dam- 
age done by the breaking into a field 
of a neighbor through an insufficient 
division fence, the Supreme Court de- 
cided the following points in the fence 
Iaw,which will be of interest to farai- 
ers f^enerally: 


1. Since the passage of the act of 
April dth, 1890, repealing the act of 
1700, no man is required to fence 
against his nei^'hbor's cattle, but ev- 
ery person is legally bound to restrain 
his own cuttle. 


2 
T h e act of ftiarch 11th, 
1842, 
provides a mode for ascertaininji and 
fixing the liability for the cost of a fh 
vision fence between adjoinioi; own- 
ers, hut the absence of a fence or an 
insufficient fence is ni; defence to an 
actum of trespass ai4aiiiBt the owner 
of trespassing cattle 


3. He wlio would pasture bis fields 
must make the divisitm fence, if that 
is necessarj', to keep Ins cattle off his 
neighbor's 
field 
He may then have 
recourse to the act of 1842 U) recover 
a proportionate part of the cost of the 
fence. 


4. B . made one half of a devision 
fence. 
M refused to make the other 
half. 
Held—that M is liable at com 
mon law in trespass for damage done 
by his cattle on B.'s lane.

Half way up the long flight of stono 
«tops which communicates with the 
main entrance in Wall street stands a 
bronze statue of Washington of heroic 
size, keeping watch and ward, as it 
were, over the vast treasure within 


Upon the same site in 1789 and for 
a flooro of years later was Federal Hall, 
fttftuding upon the balcony of which 
the Father of His Country took the 
oath of office as the first President of 
the United States. 
The building, 
therefore, rests upon historic ground, 
•which lends to it a double charm and 
connects the present •svith the past. 
Washington no doubt had an abiding 
faith in the destiny of his country, and 


hnndrml thousan^fl of dollars in coin 
and bills, and yet at the Sub-Treasury 
this is a trifling amount, and has fre- 
quently been exceeded by a hundred 
or two millions more. 


The buildincr fairly groans under the 
weight of gold and silver and heaps of 
copper and nickel and- huge stacks of 
bills. 
Stored neatly in little 
steel 
cubby holes, inside huge vaults, them- 
selves incased in metal and granite, or 
scattered nrouud on desks or counters, 
undergoing the process of weighing 
and counting, the building fairly reeks 
witli wealth. 
The very air seems im- 
y)regnflted with an odor of riches. 
In 
one instance this amounts to an em- 
barrassment, for in the case of the sil- 
ver dollars, forty millions of which 
are stored in a series of vaults in the 
basement, the heavy iron lattice work 
and huge steel bars are bulging out of 
place under the enormous pressure of 
1200 tons of silver, for $1,000,000 of 
silver weighs thirty tons, and $40,- 
000,000 is the burden of the vault. 


Under ordinary circumstances the 
Sub-Treasury handles very little coin. 
The metal lays stored away in the 
vaults in neat canvas bags, $f>000 in 
each one containing gold and $1000 in 
each bag of silver. 
At the present 
time, however, all this is changed. The 
Government has suspended the issue 
of gold certificates against deposits of 
that metal, the free silver dollars are 
exhausted, and only those secured by 
silver certificates remain in the vaults; 
the Clearing House balances are settled 
in actual coin, gold is coming in and 
going out, is weighed and counted, 
and the passer by in Nassau street at 
the corner of Pine hears all day long 
the clink and clatter of metal. 


At any time a visit to the Sub- 
Treasury 
is interesting, 
but 
it 
is 
particularly so now. 
Walk up 
the 
long flight of stone steps leading from

believed that it would attain an imijor- 
tant place among the nations of the 
earth, but never, it is safe to assume, 
did his mind picture the transforma- 
tions that have come to pass over the 
flite of the old colonial hall within the 
brief space which separates his gener- 
ation from the present. 


Then the country 
was 
emerging 
front the effects of a devastating war 
and wo« without a revenue or public 
credit. 
Now its resources are bound- 
less, and its credit, unshaken by a 
financial 
storm, 
stand« pie-eminent 
among the nations of the earth. 
On 
the site where in 1789 the infant Ee- 
public was launched forth upon an un- 
known and untraversed sea, without a 
penny in its cofiers, stands its treasure 
house in which is stored wealth be- 
yond th« dreams of avarice or 
the 
combined fortunes of Crcesus of old or 
Monto Cristo of modern times. 


Within the gray granite -wall« of the 
NevT York Sub-Treasury are transacted 
two-thirds of the entire financial oper- 
ation» of the United States Govern- 
ment. 
In 18[)2 its receipts were ^1,- 
259,730,591.30 and its disbursements 
were $1,279,579,904.24:. 
This would 
have shown a deficit but for the fact 
that the Sub-Treasury had a small bal- 
ance of $i;J8,072,2i0.(53 left over from

the year before, and heuce a year ago 
last June, when the balance wusstruck, 
the Ciovernnient found that it had 
btored in its^New York treasure house 
the ueut sum of $118,222,977.69 to be-

It ibdijlioult to conceive of one hun- 
dred and ei^^hteen million ftiid odd 


Wall street to the main entrance of 
the building 
any morning after 10 
o'clock, pass by the guardian statue of 
Washington and between the 
huge 
granite columns which support the 
projecting roof, and you enter a cool, 
lofty counting room. 


Standing at the main entrance be- 
tween two supporting granite columns. 
similar to those outside, the view is 
unobstructed to the Pine street, or 
rear, entrance of the building. 
Be- 
fore another step is taken the visitor 
becomes at once aware of the over- 
powering strength and massivaness of 
the structure. 
He has passed through 
a doorway of solid granite blocks six 
feet in depth, guarded by an outer 
door pf huge iron bars, an inner door 
of heavy steel plates and a frame door 
the projecting rivets in the surface of 
which bears testimony that it is metal 
sheathed. 


On either side of the entrance is a 
room of 
comfortable 
proportions. 
That on the left, or Nassau street side, 
bears the words over the door, 
''As- 
sistant Treasurer," while to the right 
are the quarters of the Cashier and 
Acting Ashistant Treasurer. 
The one 
is oocupied by Conrad N. Jordan, the 
other by Maurice L. Muhleman, one 
of the most popular, iminstaking and 
thoroughly efllcient Government em- 
ployes in the country. 
The* entire 
executive work of the Sub-Treasury— 
and it is vast and multitudinous in de- 
tail—is transacted within thege two 
rooms. 


The interior 
arraugement 
of the 
Sub-Trciisury is i^eculiar to the date of 
its construction. 
The coiling of the 
main room rises in the form of a dome 
to the extreme height of the building, 
and is supported by granite columns, 
forming a rotunda. 
Four galleries 
afford a means of communication be- 
tween the rooms situated at either 
angle of the building on the second 
floor, from which can be obtained a 
bird's-eye view of the clerks at work in 
three departments on the floor below 
-the cubhier'y, receiving and paying. 
These, »ituated on the main floor, are 
separated by bunk counters of wood 
and partitions of iron, pierced her© 
and there by the familiar pigeonholes 
of a bank. 
In fact^ thcontirf appear- 
ance of the mam room of the Sub- 
Treasury isuggest« the arrangementi» of 
a large bank us they existed two score 
years ago. 


The departments of the Sub-Treas- 
ury are the oushier's, 
receiving and 
paying, which is sub-divided into cash 
puyiu|^ and check paying; coin, divided 


into paying and receiving; minor coin, 
bond, coupon, authorities, accounting 
and superintending. The names of these 
in most instances amply describe in a 
general way the nature of the work 
performed. The duties of the authori- 
ties department, 
however, 
are pe- 
culiar. 
In it are kept the lists of cor- 
porations having 
business relations 
with the Government and the names of 
the officials of each who are authorized 
to sign and receipt for checks. 
In the 
accounting department aro kept, in 
addition to the general accounts of the 
Sub-Treasury, the account of the Post 
Oflice Department, always maintained 
separately, and the accounts of the 
disbursing officers of the United States 
Army and Navj, etc. 


At the present time the daily bal- 
ance in the Sub-Treasury 
averages 
about $125,000,000. 
It runs, how- 
over, at times as high as $225,000,000, 
a sum of money of which the ordinary 
mind can form no conception. 
Nat- 
urally enough every safeguard is taken 
for the protection of this immense 
treasure. 
The casual observer of the 
Sub-Treasury building kuows full well 
it6 massive exterior. Its full strength, 
however, is not apparent until after a 
careful scrutiny of the interior. 
The 
building itself was constructed for the 
purposes of the Custom House in 1832 
and used as such until 1862. 


Strong as it was originally it was, in 
remodelling, made absolutely impreg- 
nable. 
A board of United States army 
officers were intrusted with the work, 
and as it stands to-day it 
contains 
many features of a fortress. The walls 
in the basement are eight feet thick 
and are built of solid granite blocks. 
No part of the walls anywhere are less 
than four feet through. 
All the par- 
titions between the rooms are 
of 
masonry. 
The ceilings are concrete, 
all the floors are of stone or metal and 
the various doors are of steel plate. 


The treasure is stored in five ¡princi- 
pal vaults, three of which hold the 
greater proportion. 
These are 
the 
gold vanlt, the note vault and the 
vault in which is stored the silver dol- 
lars. 
The first two aro on the main or 
rotunda floor, while the other is a huge 
cavern in the cellar of the building. 
The vaults on the main 
floor 
are 
bombproof 
and burglar proof 
and 
proof against everything else short of 
a general cataclysm. 
That in 
the 
cellar is equally so. 
The walls of the 
building forming 
the sides of 
the 
vaults are eight feet thick, and masonry 
encase« them 
on ail sides, 
saving 
where 
the 
entrance doors 
pierce 
through. 
The ceilings of the upper 
vaults are about twelve feet in height 
and the dimensions perhaps twelve by 
fourteen feet.

of them, yet, strange to say, notwith- 
standing the vast number of scientitic 
expeditions hitherto, none of them has 
been discovered before. 
The cork- ; 
screws are silicate, and they are found 
in a silicious sandstone. 
In 
many 
places they stick through the sand 
rock of the hills, the stone being worn 
oflfby the elements, and tho silicate 
spiral, being harder, having remained. 
It is no trouble, the professor says, to 
strip the sand away from them. 
It is 
rather soft, and the men can work fast. 
Some of the strange sj^irals are coiled 
about a central sjnre, like a vine about 
a tree. 
Then at the bottom or root of 
the spire aro curious protuberances 
each way, and rising toward the sur- 
face of the ground at something like 
thirty-one degrees. 
They are often 
quite as long as the corkscrew spiral. 


''These devil's corkscrews 
which 
stick owt over Pine Pvidge and border 
on the Bad Lands," said Professor 
Marshland to a Chronicle man, "are 
most singular things. 
Nobody knows 
what they are or how thcy were made. 
At first it was thought by some that 
the spirals were caused by some sort 
of a burrowing, the theory being that 
some animal had burrowed, rabblt- 
like, and that the liole had tilled with 
silicious sand and hardened. 
£>ut this 
theory wouldn't do, because it 
ap- 
peared that whatever the spirals were 
they were of marine formation, and | 
whether animal 
or 
vegetable, 
had 
grown under the sea. 
From all we 
could gather we are inclined to believe 
the devil's corkscrews are a curious 
form of the sponge, yet even that is by 
no means certain. 
Other remarkable 
things were what we found imbedded 
in them and forming a part. 
Once 
we found the skeleton of a little ani- 
mal like a rat, and at another time we 
found the skeleton of a snake," 


The corkscrew region expends from 
the Niobrara River to Pine Bidge and 
almost to the Hat Creek Basin, 
Tho 
corkscrews are almost as true as if 
made by a lathe and are right-handed 
and left-handed indiscriminately. The 
great transverse pieces, called rhizomes 
or underground stems, project in all 
directions out of tho banks and bluflfs 
like logs. 
Some are as largo as ordi- 
nary barrels, others as largo as hogs- 
heads. 
When half disclosed in tho 
bluffs they look like largo sawlogs. 


l)eetloR alive, and the huge insect 
seems to bo doing uncommonly well, 
as it has a capital api^etite. 
It was 
caught in the Island of Dominica and 
brought here by a sailor. 
It is fully 
six inches long from the tip of tho 
upper branch of its pincers to tho end 
of its body.

ECOXOMT IN GOOD BRUSHKa,

Choofle ono with a short handle and it 
will clean out every bit of dust from 
3very nook and cranny. 
Stove ovens 
ihould have tbe soot and dust brushed 
out every day.—American Agricultur- 
ist. 


C A U E O F 
M A T T R E S S E S . 


A brif^ht, clean mattress is the house- 
keeper's delight, writes Mrs. E. H. 
Cooper in the American Agriculturist, 
rhe question is how to keep it so. 
Some use slip covers of calico or mus- 
lin to protect it, but this is unsicrhtly 
uid unsatisfactory. 
Of course a tack 
Df some sorb may be used to guard tho 
top from possible harm, but it is the 
rubbing against the slats or 
woven 
wire that so soils and darkens the tick- 
ing. 
I 
have found the following 
tnethod free from all objections: Take 
1 piece of sheeting or strong muslin, 
iome' six inches larger each way than 
the mattress. 
At each corner attach 
a, twelve-inch piece of tape, sewing it 
by the middle so as to form strings six 
inches 
long. 
Lay 
this 
sheeting 
smoothly over the slats or 
springs. 
Straps, formed of pieces of mattresses 
binding a little longer than the depth 
of the mattress, are 
ends only—to each corner of the mat- 
tress. 
Through these straps pass one 
of the strings at each corner, tying in 
a bow knot. 
When desired, the knots 
may be untied and the mattress turned 
over. 
Before turning remove, with a 
small stiff bru<th, all dust from around 
the tackings, and the mattress will re- 
tain its fresh appearance for years.

Prom time immemorial housewives 
iind cooks have been told that the fu- 
ture of the human race and other more 
immediate things depended upon bread- 
making. 
The influence of dyspepsia 
upon the community and of bread itpon 
dyspepsia has been set forth times 
without number. 
Sometimes there 
have arisen teachers who, with chem- 
ical language, tried to bring about an 
ara of good bread-making. 
But bread 
continues variable in its quality. 


In the lirst place, the 
flour 
used 
should be the best. 
Good flour is soft 
to the touch, slightly yellow in color, 
and sticks to the hand when plunged 
into it. Flour of darker tints and with- 
out adhesiveness is inferior. The water 
should be i^ure and tasteless, from a 
running stream if possible. Salt should 
not be mixed with the flour, but with 
the water used in kneading. 
Tho 
kneading should be a continuous pro- 
cess, neither very fast nor very slow. 
There are 
dough-making 
machines 
which have advantages over the old 
methods of mixing by hand. 


The oven should be ready for the 
bread at exactly the same time that tho 
bread is ready fox the oven. 
Large 
loaves should be placed in the back of 
the oven, small ones in front. 
Large 
loaves should be baked an hour and a 
half, small ones three-quarters of an 
hour. 
When taken from the 
oven 
bread should be exposed to fresh air 
until quite cold.—New York World. 


R E C I P E S . 


Baked Corn Bread—Take one teacup 
of cream, one-quarter teaspoonful of 
soda, one cup of flour, butter the size 
of a walnut, one cup of sugar, one cup 
[ndian meal, 
one egg. 
Granulated 
meal is the best. 


Baked Bananas—Strip from side a 
piece of the skin. 
Then with 
your 
linger loosen tho skin from the sides 
of the frjiit; dust well with granulated 
sugar, and bake in^a moderate oven 
half an hour. 
Serve hot in the skins. 


Fricaseed Eggs—Boil a dozen eggs 
hard, remove the shells and slice; take 
a cup of white stock, season with salt 
and pepper; brown a teacup of stale 
bread crumbs in butter ; put tho gravy 
in tho saucepan and set on fire; dip 
the slices of egg in melted butter, then 
in flour, and lay in the gravy until hot, 
take up, arrange on a dish with the 
fried bread and pour tho gravy over. 


Pineapple Shredded—Select a ripe, 
juicy pineapple, remove every bit of 
the skin and all the ''eyes." 
Then lay 
the fruit on a platter, hold it 
firmly 
with the left hand, and with a silver 
fork tear oif the pineapple in small 
pieces, leaving the core whole. 
Put 
the shredded fruit in a serving dish, 
sprinkle generously with fine granu- 
lated sugar, cover and let stand in the 
ice chest an hour, if possible, before 
serving. 
^ 


Saratoga Oream Hashed Potatoes- 
Select a light, not soggy, variety oi 
potato, and boil till nearly but not 
quite cooked, 
Sot away in the chill- 
ing room for twenty-four hours. 
Out 
in chunks the size of a walnut and put 
in a double pan inclosed with 
hot 
water. 
Pour over them rich, thick 
cream, (that from a Jersey cow is best) 
in the proportion of a pint to three' 
pints of potatoes, and season with salt, 
white pepper and butter. 
While they 
are stewing chop them constiintiy with 
a silver knife till they are the size of 
apua. 


X Matter of Hfalth. 


Housekeepers 
faintly realize the
